Amsterdam, April 12.—(Bulletin)— 


The Handelsblad has received a tele- 
gram from Batavia, Java, which says 
thac a fight is in progress 
between 


Japanese and Russian vessels near the 
Anambas Islands. Details regarding 
the reported action are lacking. 


There is no confirmation of the re- 


ported fight. The battle may be an 
attack by destroyers on stragglers. 
Five Dutch war vessels are reported 
watching the battle. 


The Anambas Islands, where it is 


reported the battle between the two 
fleets is in prog'ress, are located in the 
southern part of the China Sea, about 
200 miles northeast of Singapore. 


A portion at least of che Russian 


fleet was reported yesterday as bfing 
still at anchor in the vicinity of Pulo 
Manki, one of the Anambas 
group. 


Yesterday's reports also told of several 
Japanese vessels being in that part 
of the China Sea. Whether these ves- 
sels were merely scouts or a part of 
the whole fleet is not known. 


If Togo's entire fleet has attacked 


the Russians probably the greatest 
naval battle of modern times will be 
fought at this time. There is a belief 
..among na^i!Sx.P-ert-s however, that the 
'attack Sa^KEe one by des'troyers on 
stragglers from the Russian fleet. If 
the attack is general, it is believed the 
' battle will be decisive. 


REPORT NOT CONFIRMED.

ADMIRAL DEWEY 


Believes" Result of Far East V/ar 


Hinges Upon Great Naval Battle 


About to be Fought. 


Washington, 
April 
12 —"Whether 


Russia or Japan shall bp the virtor in 
their war depends, in mv opinion, up- 
on the result of the battle about to oc- 


cur between the fleets of Admiral Ro- 
jestvensky and Admiral Togo," said 
Admiral George Dewey, in speaking of 
the present struggle. 


"If Admiral Togo is beaten," he con- 


tinued, "all the money and the lives 
that have been spent by his country 
in Manchuria will go for nothing. The 
Russians in command of 
the 
sea, 


would cut off communication between 
Japan and the mainland, and the Jap- 
anese army in Manchuria would be 
powerless." 


Admiral Dewey has been following 


the naval campaign with intense in- 
terest not only because its scene is 
that in which he gained his renowned 
victory, but because of lessons which 
it is furnishing and which will be of 
the greatest value in the development 
of the American fleet- During the war 
with Spain Admiral Dewey was placed 
in much the same position as Admiral 
Togo. 


"Think what Japan would give for 


two or three battleships at this criti- 
cal moment,y exclaimed the Admiral. 
"Her national safety would be secure. 
This is a thing we should take 
to 


heart. We have done much in a mili- 
tary way to proteet-earsejyes; ~W-h*t 
we must do now is "the complete arm- 
ing of ourselves upon the sea." 


The Admiral was asked to state how 


many battleships in 
his judgment 


would be required for the proper de- 
fense of the United States and its de- 
pendencies. 


"The program which the 
general 


board worked out 
contemplates the 


construction of forty-eight battleships, 
not all in^a lump, but two or three a 
year," he -replied. "The 
battleships 


are the main thing; all the rest are 
auxiliaries. It has been asserted 
it 


was the intention of the navy depart- 
ment to keep all these ships in com- 
mission and this would be an expen- 
sive operation. Only part of the fleet 
would be kept in commission and the 
others would be held in reserve. To- 
day we have no reserve. Every bat- 
tleship is in service or undergoing nec- 
essary repairs.

PECULIAR IHALAOY 


Called to Attention of Health Authori- 


ties in New York Upon Arrival 


of Steamer Osceola. 


New York, April 32. — A peculiar 


malady, of which extremely high tem- 
perature seems to be the only distin- 
guishing feature, has been called to 
the attention of the health authorities 
here upon the arrival of the British 
steamer Osceola from tbe river La 
Plata and the Barbadoes Captain Mc- 
Lean and three members of his crew 
were ill when the steamer arrived. 
When it was learned that one roan had 
died and was buried at sea. another 
stricken with the peculiar illness had 
committed suicide by jumping over- 
board and two others had been sent 
to hospitals at Barbadoes. it was de- 
cided to hold the Osceola at quaran- 
tine. 


OSSIFIED MAN 


Washington, April 12. — There are 


now 5,000 men engaged on the engi- 
neering and construction work of the 
Panama canal, according to John F. 
Wallace, chief engineer, and member 
of the commission. The work of In- 
stalling an American plant at Culebra 
is going forward as fast as the ma- 
chinery and supplies can be secured 
on the isthmus, and when Mr. Wallace 
left there were six American steam 
shovels at work in the Culebr'a exca- 
vation, and arrangements have been 
made to install additional machines 
at the rate of two a month. During 
the last 90 days laborers have been, 
coming in freely from Costa Rica, Ja- 
maica and the Barbadoes. The health, 
of the Americans on the isthmus is 
particularly good. There has been 
very little sickness, and comparatively 
few fatalities resulted. 


The improved water supply for thB 


city of Panama will be available by 
July 1. Water supply systems also 
are being installed at various points 
along the line of the canal work. Sev- 
eral large hotels for the accommoda- 
tion of the Americans are nearly com- 
pleted, and Mr. Wallace states that it 
would be only a matter of a few 
months now before life on the isthmus 
will have practically all the comforts 
and conveniences that are obtainable 
in the states on a large work of this 
character 
The employes are becom- 


ing more and more contented as con- 
ditions are improved, and there has 
continued to be a steady accession to 
the force. 


Chief Engineer Wallace said 


it would require two years to ~ 
facture and install the machinery nec- 
essary to complete the excavation for 
a canal at a 60-foot level, work which 
\vould be necessary in any event. Dur- 
ing this period ample time will be af- 
forded for investigation and thorough 
anal} sis of all the elements or factors 
that go to make up the problem as a 
whole. In the meantime the excava- 
tion of the central Culebra cut, which 
is the conflicting element both as to 
time and cost, will be pushed vigor- 
ously with the aid of modern Ameri- 
can excavation machinery, which, is 
being manufactured as rapidly as pos- 
sible and sent to the isthmus.

CASTRO IS CURT 


DECLINES TO 
ENTERTAIN ANY 


PROPOSALS FROM U. S. 


Issues Held Not International—Secre- 


tary Defies the Whole American 


Army and Navy. 


Caracas, April 12.—General Alejan- 


dro Ybarra, the Venezuelan secretary 
of foreign affairs, reflects the spirit of 
the reply which President Castro 
made to the recent 
proposal of 


tthe American state department for 
the 
arbitration of the 
Bermudez 


and Olcott cases. He said: 
"Pres- 


ident Castro will not withdraw the 
New York and Bermudez Asphalt com- 
pany case from the Venezuelan courts 
and will not resubmit the Olcott case 
to arbitration if the whole American 
army and navy come to Venezuela." 


It was generally rumored through- 


out Venezuela that the demand of the 
United States was little less than an 
ultimatum to General Castro, and the 
reply of the Venezuelan president was 
awaited with interest. Predictions of 
intervention following the refusal of 
Castro to yield were freely made, and 
there was much uneasiness when it 
was announced that the Venezuelan 
government had not only refused the 
demand to arbitrate the case, but had 
supplemented its refusal with a re- 
quest that the United States declare 
whether it has any respect for the sov; 
ereig-rfty and the courts of Venezuela? 


The celebrated Oleott case, the arbi- 


tration of which the United States 
seeks to have reopened, is also known 
as the Orinoco Steamship company 
case, and was arbitrated by a mixed 
commission in 1903. Commissioners 
Bainbridge and Grisanti. representing 
the United States and Venezuela re- 
spectively, disagreed, and the umpire, 
Henry Barge, decided the case, allow- 
ing the company $28,225 on a claim of 
$1,401,508. The greater part of this 
claim was based on damages alleged 
to Lave been suffered while the Ori- 
noco Shipping and Trading company, 
an English corporation, owned the 
business to which the Orinoco Steam- 
ship company subsequently succeeded. 
In the arbitration court the point was 
raised tl>at the English company could 
not transfer its claims to an American 
corporation and thus have them heard 
before 
an American tribunal. The 


umpire, Mr. Barge, refused to consider 
the claims which had arisen while the 
company was owned by British capi- 
ta), and gave his decision merely on 
the claims of the corporation while un- 
der American 
ownership. President 


Castro and his advisers claim that to 
reopen the case would be an insult to 
Holland, as Mr. Barge, who acted as 
umpire, Is a Dutch diplomat.

must be of-a certain shape and it is 
alwa>s the best policy when selling 
Ginseng to a Chinaman, not to let 
him get hold of the root, for if any 
slight imperfection exists in its shape, 
he is apt to fix his own price lor the 
root.

CASTRO IS CURT 


DECLINES TO ENTERTAIN ANY 


PROPOSALS FROM U. S. 


Issues Held Not International—Secre- 


tary Defies the Whole American 


Army and Navy. 


Caracas, April 12.—General Alejan- 


dro Ybarra, the Venezuelan secretary 
of foreign affairs, reflects the spirit of 
the reply 
which President 
Castro 


made to the recent 
proposal of 


tthe American state department for 
the 
arbitration 
of the 
Bermudez 


and Olcott cases. He said: "Pres- 
ident Castro will not withdraw the 
New York and Bermudez Asphalt com- 
pany case from the Venezuelan courts 
and will not resubmit the Olcott case 
to arbitration if the whole American 
army and navy come to Venezuela." 


It was generally rumored through- 


out Venezuela that the demand of the 
United States was little less than an 
ultimatum to General Castro, and the 
reply of the Venezuelan president was 
awaited with interest. Predictions of 
intervention following the refusal of 
Castro to yield were freely made, and 
there was much uneasiness when it 
was announced that the Venezuelan 
government had not only refused the 
demand to arbitrate the case, but had 
supplemented its refusal with a re- 
quest that the United States declare 
whether it has any respect for the sovr 
ereigrfty and the courts of Venezuelaf 


The celebrated Olcott case, the arbi- 


tration of which the United States 
seeks to hav-e reopened, is also known 
as the Orinoco Steamship company 
case, and was arbitrated by a mixed 
commission in. 1903. Commissioners 
Bainbridge and Grisanti, representing 
the United States and Venezuela re- 
spectively, disagreed, and the umpire, 
Henry Barge, decided the case, allow- 
ing the company $28,225 on a claim of 
$1.401,508. The greater part of this 
claim was based on damages alleged 
to Lave been suffered while the Ori- 
noco Shipping and Trading company, 
an English corporation, owned the 
business to which the Orinoco Steam- 
ship company subsequently succeeded. 
In the arbitration court the point was 
raised that the English company could 
not transfer its claims to an American 
corporation and thus have them heard 
before an American tribunal. The 
umpire. Mr. Barge, refused to consider 
the claims which had arisen while the 
company was owned by British capi- 
taj, and gave his decision merely on 
the claims of the corporation while un- 
der American ownership. President 
Castro and his advisers claim that to 
reopen the case would be an insult to 
Holland, as Mr. Barge, who acted as 
umpire, Is a Dutch diplomat. 


The charges that Venezuela is not 


paying its obligations to creditor na- 
tions under the Washington protocols 
are denied by administration official's. 


Washington End. 


Washington. April 12.—While diplo- 


mats who have inquired at the state 
department have been informed that 
practically no action will be taken re- 
garding Venezuela 
until President 


Roosevelt returns from his western 
trip, they also have received the inti- 
mation that if the exact text of Cas- 
tro's answer comprises an Insult to 
the American minister, it will not 
pass unnoticed.

SEDIMENT RICH IN NITROGEN 


Messrs David II. Figij and John H. 


Williams Propose Converting 


Sediment Into Fertilizer. 


Columbus. O.. April lU.—'Sfjuirp IX 


H. i'igg and John 
JI. 
Williams 
of 


Newark have a scheme which they be- 
lieve will, when all details are per- 
fected, drive present fertilisers plants 
out of business. 


They say that they will be able to 


produce more and better fertiliser at 
a price with which the present plant's 
cannot compete. 


Yesterday they presented au appli- 


cation to the state board of public 
works for the right to dredge Buck- 
eye lake and the Ohio and Erie canal 
bad from Buckeye Lake to Newark. 


What they desire to obtain is the 


sediment from the beds of the lake 
and the canal. Incidentally, they als'o 
will recover what timber may yet re- 
main in Buckeye lake. 


The men have had an analysis made 


of the canal and lake sediment, and 
say that they have proved that this 
sediment is richer, ton for ton, in ni- 
trogen than any commercial fertilizer 
made. 
In fact, the analysis shows, 


they say, that it is too rich in its raw 
stnte to be applied to land, and must 
be tempered down. 


If they obtain the right asked it is 


their intention to equip a dredge, take 
all their sediment irom the canal and 
lake, and build a plant to convert it 
into a merchantable article. 


They say it will not cost a great 


deal to obtain the sediment by the use 
of centrifugal pumps, and that explo- 
rations have shown them in places in 
the lake this sediment 
lies 
over S 


feet in depth. 


The proposition was such a novel 


one that, before finally passing upon 
it, the board postponed action for two 
weeks, and meanwhile will take steps 
to sec what there really is at the bot- 
tom of the canals ot the state- 


It' riches such as the Newark men 


say arc there, the canals may prove 
to be much more valuable assets than 
they have yet been considered. 


Messrs. AYilliams and Pigg say that 


they secured their first idea of dredg- 
ing the sediment from reading a re- 
port of one of the government's con- 
suls to China, who told how the Chi- 
nese canals were yearly dredged to ob- 
tain the sediment which is used as a 
fertiliser.
